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Dangeruus Experiment which you run us upon, 
by your Unreafonable Heats and Animofities. 

_ As to your doubting whether Her Majefty in 
thofe Words pointed out the Tack as the Expe- 
riment, fome of our next Papers fhall Endeavour 
to Convince you of it, and prove it, paft all 
manner of Queftion. 

2. Let us look back with you to the Precedemis 
of’ Tacking Bills, and fee what (in former 
Reigns) was thought by Wife and Learned Men, 
and by the King himfelf, I mean King Charles 
the Second in this Cafe. 

1 am indeed Anticipated in thrs Inftance, by 
this very thing being Printed at large, tho’ I 
had Determin’d the Reference to it long fince, 
as a Cafe very frefh in my Memory. 

His Majefty had been Impofed upon by 
Tacking fome Bills, which he had no mind to 
pafs, to the Aids of Parliament, which he then 

wanted. If I miftakenot, the Disbanding an 

Army, and the Habeas Corpus Adts were fome of 
thefe , and the Bill of Exclufion was once De- 
fign’d to be fo order’d, but that the King, by 
eet Diffolutions, prevented things running, 
fo far. 

’Tis true, the Neceffity of thofe Laws, fuffer- 
ed us to be willing the Matter fhould fo pafs; 
but feveral Lords always Strenuoufly oppos’d.it, 
as De(trudtive to the Nature of Parliaments, the 
Privilege of the Peers, and the Prerogative of 
the Prince. 

At laft the King Effe&tually Damn’d the Pra- 
Gice by chis Declaration of his Mind in a Claufe 
ef his Speech to both Houfes the 23d of May, 
3678, as follows. 


The KING's Speech, 
NE Thing more I bave to add, and 
that i, to let you know, That I will 
never more fuffer the Met i and Daerbod ef paffing 
Laws to be chang’d ; sae Ep if feveral Masters 
Shall ever again be Ta togerker in one Bill, 
that Bik fhall certainly be loft, ler the Importance 
of it be never fo great. 

This Speech, with fome of the Reafons, and 
Inconveniences attending this Method, was En- 
larg’d upon by the then Lord Chancellor s 
which I cannot leave out of this Account, tho’ 
it be already Printed, I hope, without Detri- 
ment to the Pubtithers of that Seafonable Paper. 

Eord Chancellar’s Speech. 
aa & HE King bath fo fur exprefi'd bimfeif 
thse Day, that "tu evident the Man~ 
ner of your Proceedings s to bim as confiderable as 
the Matter; and tbat be williot accept a good 
Bik, bow valuable foever it may be,unlefs it comes 
t0 him in the Old and Decent Method of Parliament. 

The late Way of Tacking together feveral inde- 
pendent and incoberent Matters in one Bill, feems 
to alter the whole Frame and Conftitution of Par- 
Tiaments, and confequently of the Government it 
jelfe 

It sakes away the King’s Negative Voice ina 
mauner, and forces bimto take AB or None: when 
Somesimes one part of the Bill may be as Dangerous 
forthe Kingdom, as the other ws Nece{[ary. 

Tt takes away the Negative Voice of the Houfe 
HA Peers too, by the fame Confequence, and difin- 

rits the Lords of thaf Honour they were Born to, 
the liberty of debating and judging what s good 
for the Kingdom. 

Js looks like a kind of Defamation of the Govern. 
ment, and feems to fuppofe the King and Houfe of 
Lords to be foill-affe@ed to she Publick, that 4 good 
Bill.cannot carry it felf thro’ by the Strengeb of its 
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own Reafon and Fuftice, unlefs it be belp'd for- 
ward, by being Tack'd to another Bil thas will be 
favour'd. 


It does at left give up the greateft foare of Le- 
gifttture to the Commons, and by confequence, tbe 
chief Power of Fudging what Laws are beft for 
the Kingdom. 

And yet it is a Privilege that 1:9 be made ufe of 
againft the Commons, as well as by them; for 
this Method bold, what can binder the Lords, at 
one time or other, from taking Advantage of a Bill 
very grateful to sbe Commons, and much defir'd by 
akem, to Tack ancro Claufe to it of fome foreign 
Matser, which foal nov be altogether fo grateful, 
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nor fo much defir’d, aud they the Commons muff 
take ai or mone too? Ree RG 

Thus every good Bill foal be acarly bought at 
lat 3 and one chief end of calling “Parliaments, 
the making of good Laws, fhall be wholly fruftrated 
end difappointed, and all this by departing from 
that Method, which the Wifdom of. our Anceftors 
preorib’d, om purpofe to prevent and exclude fuch 


. Inconveniences.
